Justice Jackson dissented and was 
joined by Justice Frankfurter. 
The ruling was given on an ap­ 
peal by the CIO U nited Automobile 
W orkers and the Trailm obile Co. of 
Cincinnati, from a decision by the 
U. S. C ircuit court in C incinnati 
which held th a t a veteran’s pre­ 
service seniority rights extends be­ 
yond his first year of reemployment.

Reynolds Hopes To Break 
Howard Hughes' Record 
By 26 Hours 


(By Associated Press) 
SHANGHAI, Tuesday, April 15 — 
T he 
Reynolds 
round-the-w 0 r 1 d 
plane landed at Klangw an airfield 
north of Shanghai at 
1:58 a. m. 
Chinese daylight tim e (11:58 a. m., 
Monday, Eastern Standard time.) 
The converted A-26 attack bomb­ 
er carrying Chicago M anufacturer 
M ilton Reynolds and a crew of two 
had taken ofl from C alcutta six 
hours and 
55 m inutes previously. 
Refueling was begun immediately 
for the next leg of the trip, to To­ 
kyo. 
The plane made a perfect landing 
a t this approxim ately halfway point 
on the 20,000 mile route. 
The unofficial world flight record 
of 91 hours and 14 m inutes was set 
by Howard Hughes in 1933. 
Milton Reynolds, owner of the 
sleek craft, declared: 
65 More Hours To Go 
"B arring 
accidents, 
we 
should 
break the record by a t least 26 hours. 
Everything has been going along all 
right so far." 
His pilot, W illiam P. Odom, of 
Roslyn, N. Y., said he expected to 
complete the flight in 65 hours if 
the w eather continued favorable. He 
complained that the plane had lost 
more time than anticipated on stops 
in Gander, Nfld., Paris. Cairo, K ara­ 
chi and Calcutta. 
T he twin engine bombshell took 
oil from Calcutta for Shanghai with 
1,974 gallons of gasoline at 4:03 p. m., 
(5:03 a. m. Eastern S tandard tim e) 
which was 35 hours and 52 m inutes 
after leaving New York. T h e plane 
had been a t the Dumdum airport 
for an hour and 57 minutes. It had 
taken the ground crew 40 m inutes to 
load the great tanks. 
The plane required four hours and 
nine m inutes to spun the 1,400 miles 
from the western Indian border city 
of K arachi. 
Its route to Shanghai was over the 
storied Himalayan hump, through 
which American planes furnished 
vital supplies to C hina during the 
war. Odom 
is

regularly w ith the Chinese National 
Ali-ways Corp. T. Carroll Salee, of 
Dallas, Texas .the flight engineer, is 
the only other person aboard.

The Wa lla ce To uch 
Henry Wallace Is a hard man to think through. 
His countrymen need 
a formula—a short-cut—to 
understand him. He told a British audience Friday 
that the “Truman doctrine" of aid to anti-8 ov iet gov ­ 
ernments will lead to depression and war. The United 
States, b y trying to halt communism with tanks and 
guns, he reasoned, is ‘acting as the b est salesman 
communism ev er had.” 
» 
These are, of course, the same doub ts which hav e 
occurred to other Americans. They too wonder If the 
Truman doctrine may end up in a snafu. The differ­ 
ence is that what they harb or as a doub t is seized up­ 
on b y Wallace as a conclusion. That is the authentic 
Wallace touch: that he thinks b ut always stops at the 
place that pleases him. instead of thinking all the way 
through. 
He refuses to consider the expansionist policy ol 
the Sov iet Union, and thus conies to rest comfortab ly 
on his personal assumption tliat there can b e no 
troub le b etween Russia and the United States unless 
Americans make the Kremlin angry. He is like a man 
with a sav age dog who can't understand why anyone 
is afraid. He explains that the dog is sav age b ecause 
people don't like him. 
Therefore, adv ises Wallace, we must like Stalinism 
and quit b eing afraid of Russian expansion and com­ 
munist rev olution. There may b e as many aa a mil­ 
lion Americans who feel this way, which leav es ap­ 
proximately 139,000,000 other Americans feeling the 
other way—and wondering if Wallace might b e spoof­ 
ing.
